*annot be convinced that Stealing is a 
crime. Their cabins are often little bet- 
ter than pig-pens, and their children anil 
swine wallow together in the same pool. 
An evening or two since I -visited Mie 
homes of 
several plantation hands. 


They were all so much alike that a des- 
cription of one will convey an accurate 
idea ol tlie others. The house, so-called 
was constricted of rough logs, and con- 
•feted oi one 'large room. There were 
two -wiwlowB at either end, and n large 
door was in the middle. In front of t le 
door a little pond of stagnant water had 
collected. This was filled with scraps of 
decaviu" bacoii and rotten ears of corn. 
At the lmck of the shanty a garden of 
some two acres had once been inclosed.
